LOCAL NEWS. 


Prof. Defty Upon the Mining 
Situation. 


DOCTOR 
HOBHIKS’ 
DAUGHTER. 


A Soiree Given by the Philharmonic 
Society —General Items 
of 
Interest Gleaned. 


Professor Defty, the mining expert,lias 
returned from Kngland, where lie has 
lteen attending to affairs connected with 
tho syndicate which owns considerable 
mining property in this county. The 
principal center ot operations is at the 
Victoria mine, situated four miles from 
Á7.uBa, about three miles up the Sau 
Gabriel Cañón. A 500-foot tunnel has 
been run into the side of a hill and from 
this a shaft has been run upwards so as 
to drain the ledges, for in addition to the 
disadvantages of striking water in a 
mine, the fluid decomposes and alters 
the silver. ‘JThe shaft is now connected 
with a drift run in from the top, and is 
250 feet deep and forms a flume down 
which the rock is thrown as it is worked 
out. The prospect so far has been a 
good one, as an average of thirty-four 
ounces of silver has been found in the 
rock, which is decomposed and impreg­ 
nated with carbonates. The syndicate, 
which consists of Messrs. Defty, Cardinal 
& Co., have been expending a good deal 
of money of late in limbering the mine, 
and tLe gentlemen interested are now 
making arrangements to put up a water 
mill on the spot, where they can reduce 
all their rock as it is taken out. 
They 
expect 
to 
have 
this 
im­ 
portant 
piece 
of 
work 
completed 
within twelve months, and in the mean­ 
time they will extend ojierations by pur­ 
chasing other mines close to their present 
location. Mr. Defty says 
that three 
other companies have just been organ­ 
ized in England to work mines in South­ 
ern California, and that their representa­ 
tives will be over here shortly to com­ 
mence operations. A good deal of money 
is behind these organizations, and it will 
be liberally expended. A bullion depot 
is to be opened in this city, and will be a 
great acquisition to the mining industries 
of this city. At the present time the 
bullion from here has to be sent to San 
Francisco, where the business is in the 
hands of persons who are making enor­ 
mous profits. 
Regarding the gold placer claims in 
the mountain region above Jiewhall, Mr. 
Defty says that there is a mint of money 
to be made there if the operations are 
conducted properly. 
At tho present 
time the proprietors are working hap­ 
hazard, 
whereas there are 
natural 
laws which should be followed. 
The 
trends of the water and the geological 
formation of the country are matters 
whioh as a rule escape the observation 
of tho amateur gold-seeker. 
Tho Board of Trade of this city have 
made overtures to Mr. Defty to prospect 
for natural gas here, but no arrangement 
has yet been made. Mr. Defty says that 
it exists abundantly around the city and 
could be brought into use without ex­ 
travagant expenditure. 


DR. ROBBINS’ 
DAUGHTER.

On Sunday last a telegram from Chi­ 
cago was published in this city in rela­ 
tive to Dr. E. Robbins of Los Angele?. 
The telegram was as follows; 
Dr. E. Robbins, of Los Angeles, ar­ 
rived at the Talmer House last Tuesday 
in company with his daughter. D. Rob­ 
bins separated from his wife, the latter 
taking the daughter and going to Eng­ 
land. 
After the separation Dr. Robbins 
went West and amassed a fortune. Learn­ 
ing some time time ago that his wife was 
dead, he forwarded money to his daugh­ 
ter to pay her passage to this country, 
he himself 
going 
to 
New 
York 
to 
meet 
her. 
In 
that 
city 
she manifested a fear of him to such an 
extent that the couple attracted the at­ 
tention of a Chicago man, who, on reach­ 
ing the city, notified the Woman’s Pro­ 
tective Association of their peculiar ac­ 
tions at the Palmer House. Mr. Holt, 
of Hinsdale, Mich., the agent of the As­ 
sociation, talked with the girl, and, at 
her request, took her away from the 
hotel and placed her under the protec­ 
tion of the 
Association. Dr. 
Rob­ 
bins complained to the police that she 
had been abducted. Miss Robbins, ac­ 
companied by Mrs. Holh, however, ap 
peared at the armory, where a dramatic 
scene tsok place between the father aud 
daughter. The girl, in Fpite of all en­ 
treaties of the parent, refused to aecom- 
f*any him to California, and announced 
tor intention of returning to Europe. At 
this Dr. Robbins became very much ex­ 
cited and suddenly fainted, remaining 
unconscious for nearly fifteen minutes. 
He was finally persuaded to allow his 
daughter to return to her old home. He 
will return to California alone, starting 
tc-morrow. 
A reporter of the H erald, learning 
that Dr. Robbins had a wife in this city, 
called on Mrs. Robbins at her resi dence 
on Main street last night. 
Mrs. Rob­ 
bins stated that she was married to Dr. 
Robbins in Australia nine years ago, and 
that seven years ago they came to this 
State, locating here. At the time of her 
marriage to Dr. Robbins she states that 
she did not know that he had a wife and 
seven 
children 
living 
in 
Eng­ 
land, and 
that 
he 
had 
obtained 
no 
divorce 
from 
his 
first 
wife. 
She did not obtain this knowledge 
uutil about four years ago, when she was 
very ill and not expected to live when 
the facts came out. Three years ago she 
separated from Dr. Robbins and she had 
heArd that he had commenced a suit for 
a divorce in San Francisco from his first 
wife and paid about $50 to start the suit. 
She bad not learned whether he had 
over obtained the divorce. She also 
stated that the first Mrs. Robbins had 
lost sight of the Doctor and bad remarried 
in England. 
After the Doctor bad been 
absent from his first wife sixteen or sev­ 
enteen years, she first learnod of his 
whereabouts, and letters passed between 
them. He bad told Mrs. Bobbins, of 
this city, that his youngest daughter was 
coming to Los Angeles with him, but 
M ob. Robbins knew of no reason why 
she should refuse to accompany him 
further than Chicago. Dr. Robbins is 
expected home to-day or to-morrow.

ENTERPRISE SUGGESTED. 


A Move in the Right Direction 
by the Merchants. 


BEVEBAL 
IDEAS 
DISCUSSED. 


Farmers to be Encouraged to Come. 
Manufacturers Invited to 
Start Business. 


A meeting of a number of the leading 
merchants in the city was held yester­ 
day afternoon at the rooms of the Board 
of Trade, to discuss the undeveloped in­ 
dustries of L03 Angeles. Major E. W. 
Jones was in the chair. Mr. S. B. Lewis 
said that the purpose of the meeting was 
to see if anything could be done to aid 
the establishment of industries in Los 
Angeles county and the building up of 
the country generally. He thought that 
if any good could be done an organization 
should be effected. Col. I. R. Dunkel- 
berger who said he had just been East, 
thought tbat everything should be done 
to establish industries and 
factories 
here. In the cities and towns he bad 
visited there was not one but had its 
factory. One had 
its watch factory, 
another its shirt factory and still an­ 
other its nail factory. There in Penn­ 
sylvania the inhabitants of the towns 
fostered 
industries 
to 
give 
work 
to 
the 
unemployed. 
In 
one 
place 
the 
women 
were 
quite 
numerous, and a shirt factory was estab­ 
lished to give them work. 
In Los An­ 
geles tbia would not be necessary, but 
industries and factories helped in build­ 
ing up tbe country. 
He had found 
money plentiful and cheap in the East. 
The capitalists received about 3 per cent, 
interest, and if they got 4 per cent, they 
thought they were doing well. 
An in­ 
terest of 5 per cent, was “gilt edge,” but 
if they were offered 6 per cent, they 
wouldn’t take it, because they thought 
there must be something wrong. These 
people knew what was going on in Cali­ 
fornia, and they asked why the butter 
used here was not made here; why the 
eggs and other things were not raised 
here; but they would send their money 
here just as soon as they felt sure it was 
safe. If Los Angeles could demonstrate 
that there was a safe investment for 
money here they would send all that was 
necessary, but they wanted no security 
at inflated values. 
One man had said 
that if it was demonstrated that wire 
nails could be manufactured here at 
a profit, he would pick up his fac­ 
tory and set it down in Los Angeles. 
Mr. L’unkelberger thought that 
the 
proper thing to do was to demonstrate 
ihat there was cheap fuel here, and it 
would be well if an expert borer were 
imported to put down a well Boraewhere 
near by, and see if there was not enough 
oil or natural gas to supply cheap fuel. 
This place was particularly suitable for 
the establishment of a watch factory or 
glass factory. 
' 
Mr. J. F. Humphreys thought that a 
good 
step 
would 
be 
to induce 
people 
to 
come 
here 
and 
settle the country. 
Agricultural pro­ 
ducts to supply the city, instead of East­ 
ern products, was what was needed^.and 
there was no reason why this should not 
he the center of fruit as %ell as manu­ 
facturing interests. 
Air. Warner said that he had been in 
the East a good deal, and he thought 
that a good idea would be to advertise 
the advantages of this county in the 
country places of the East. This would 
attract tbe attention of the farmers. 
The Santa 
Fe 
Railroad 
Company 
had offered cars for transportation of our 
exhibit to take east to the several towns. 
After these people got here, instead of 
centering it tbe city they would go into 
the same pursuits they followed there. 
Mr. McCarthy had been East, and the 
people there said that the trouble here 
was that nothing was done to employ the 
laboring men. If factories were fostered 
it would help the couDtry wonderfully. 
Mr. M. L. Wicks said that co-operation 
was needed to effect a change here. 
There was no question but that manufac­ 
tures followed agriculture, and a contin­ 
ued success depended upon the introduc­ 
tion of many people to this country. If 
factories could be moved here bodily it 
would be a two-fold advantage. The 
industry would be brought here, and the 
people employed also. The cars should 
be sent East and an energy should be 
shown in trying to attract factories here. 
Mr. II. C. Witmer said that one indus­ 
try was about to be started here. The 
California Sewer Pipe Company was 
building an immense factory near the 
city, and would soon employ 100 men. 
Besides this, it was opening up large 
clay beds, and would produce not only 
pipes, but tiles, fire-bricks aud terra­ 
cotta. 
Colouel Dunkelberger moved that a 
committeo be appointed to report on oils 
and fuels. Carried. 
The following committee was appoint­ 
ed: Colonel L R. Dunkelberger, James 
B. Lankorehim, W. E. Hughes, J. F. 
Humphreys and M. L. Wicks. 
This committee requests that all par­ 
ties having information or suggestions 
will communicate with Mr. M. L. Wicks 
on Saturday next at 3 r. m. 
The meeting then adjourned.

m e.”

Finally Wolff reached for his hip pocket, 
repeating as he did so, “ You say von love 
my wife.” H e drew his gun and Wilson 
started to run away. 
H e had only gone 
a few feet when Wolff fired. Wilson 
cried out, “ O! m y,” and fell upon the 
veranda. 
Wolff then fired a second 
tim e as Wilson was endeavoring to rise, 
and the latter fell dead. Two more shots 
were fired, but w hether they struck the 
body or not the witness could not tell. 
After the shooting Wolff and his wife 
and Peterson passed in front of the 
house and Wolff held up the pistol be­ 
fore the witness and said, “ Do you see 
th a t?” and the witness answered, “ Yes, 
I do.”

R IG H T OF WAY. 


Alt In terview w ltli Mr. ft. V. La 
fflotte. 
Mr. H . D. L a M otte, the experienced 
and courtly right-of-way m an of the 
Southern Pacific, is in the city. 
Mr. La 
M otte has just traveled over the gap in 
the new coast line between Ellwood and 
Templeton, so a H erald m an called on 
him to get a few reliable pointers on the 
subject. 
“ I understand that a large force of 
m en went to work to-day 
on 
the 
Templeton end,” said Mr. La Motte. 
“ They have 
been 
transferred from 
Pacific 
Grove, 
where 
a 
reser­ 
voir capable 
of 
holding 
88,000,000 
gallons is being made by the Southern 
Pacific to afford a water supply for the 
residents of the Grove. I t is about eight 
miles from M onterey, and is a magnifi­ 
cent piece of work, as you can imagine, 
when I tell you th a t 2,500 m en and 200 
horses have been at work on it for the 
past two m onths. I t is a purely arti­ 
ficial reservoir, and the intentibu is to 
have it finished by the 1st of next month, 
so as to get the benefit of the rains of the 
coming season. It was one of the last 
projects of Mr. Charles Crocker, and was 
planned with all the vigor th at charac­ 
terized his schem es. The men will be 
sent from the reservoir to the Templeton 
line as fast as they can be spared.” 


SOME DIFFICULT WORK. 
“ The 
work 
ahead 
of 
us 
on 
th a t 
piece 
of 
road 
is 
simply 
stupendous. 
Between Templeton and 
SaD Luis Obispo in the Cuesta Cañón, a 
tunnel one mile long will have to be 
constructed, and there is another one of 
4,000 feet in th e Gaviota Pass. 
Chief 
Engineer Hood says that there is harder 
work to be confronted than was the case 
in the Siskiyous. 
As regards the time 
th a t it will take to build the road, I think 
th a t 
you 
can 
safely 
say 
it 
will be nearer eighteen months than a 
year. The tunnel below Templeton will 
in itself take about a year, although of 
course this depends a good (leal cn what 
is encountered when the hill is bored 
into. 
If it is earth, there will be the 
labor of putting up square tim bers every 
two feet, besides a lot of lagging, where­ 
as if it is in sandstone none of this will 
be necessary and work will progress 
more rapidly. 
Should solid rock be en­ 
countered, th e company will bring down 
its magnificent plant that was used in 
the Siskiyous, which is unquestionably 
the finest in the country. It is of com­ 
pressed air, working diamond drills, and 
takes a great deal of m achinery to oper­ 
ate.” 
THE COUNTRY TRAVERSED. 
“ The section of country intervening be­ 
tween Templeton and Ellwood is rem ark­ 
ably fertile and the narrow gauge road in 
operation there cannot attem pt to handle 
the grain crop this year which is stacked 
up in warehouses, on platforms and 
every available place. Then the Arroyo 
G rande is the famous bean country and 
land there is worth $500 an acre. 
Be­ 
tween San Luis Obispo and San Ynez 
the road will run through fertile valleys 
all cultivated and settled up by a pros­ 
perous com m unity.” 
T IIF RIGHT OF WAY. 
“ The right-of-way has not yet been all 
obtained for th e route at this end is not 
yet 
decided u p o n: 
Four 
or 
five 
different surveys have been made and in 
each case enorm ous sums are asked for 
right-of-way, so the m atter requires some 
consideration. 
I 
have 
been 
much 
am used by the statem ents in m any i>a- 
pers about the right-of-way through Ga­ 
viota Pass, which has been said to be­ 
long to every railroad company which ap­ 


pears to be heading towards San Fran­ 
cisco. 
As a m atter of fact I obtained 
the right-of-way through it for the South­ 
ern Pacific from Colonel H ollister hioi- 
M**lf and since his death the executors of 
his estate have formally deeded it to us.

Cleveland W ill Cross Harlem River 
80,000 Aliead. 
Yesterday a H erald reporter encoun­ 
tered on the street Mr. J . C. Newton, one 
of the best known Angoleños of all the 
old timers. 
Mr. Newton has been at the 
East for a couple of m onths, and had re­ 
turned home but a few days. 
After ex 
changing a few words on general topics, 
the H erald man began to inquire about 
politics in the Em pire 8tato, in view of 
the fact that the election is the upper­ 
most topic on all tongues, and that New 
York is the great pivotal State in the 
rapidly approaching contest. 
The re­ 
turned tourist was the right m an to 
i:t rikc. 
He said : 
You know I spent most of my time 
near Buffalo. 
I was in the Democratic 
State Convention when it assembled. I 
had an excellent opportunity to learn 
how sentim ent was turning. 
Mr. I). N. 
Lockwood, United States Attorney for 
W estern New York, is my cousin. 
He it 
was who nominated Mr. Cleveland for 
Mayor of Buffalo, for Governor of New 
York and for the Presidency the first 
time. 
He is well known in his State, 
and knows its politics well. He was elect­ 
ed to Congress from the Buffalo District, 
although it is always Republican. 
And, 
by the way, there is no talk of disloyalty 
existing in the President ever heard in 
that part of New York. Cleveland was 
too well known there, and the fact that 
he was elected Mayor of a Republican city 
when loyalty and disloyalty m eant all they 
could mean puts a quietus on such silly 
fabrications. 
Well in the convention all 
the factions were on hand. They were 
split wide apart on many propositions; 
but they were all united on Cleveland. 
It did not seem to m atter w hat faction 
was on the floor, every representative of 
every organization in the State who 
spoke gave his voice emphatically for 
the President, for his message, for his 
adm inistration, 
and 
they were 
all 
enthusiastic for his re-election. There 
will be no split in the head of the ticket 
in New York. I did not meet a sagaci­ 
ous man in all my wonderings, who put 
the majority by which Cleveland will 
cross Harlem bridge below 80.000. 
Such 
a majority in Brooklyn ana New York 
City, of course means the State for 
Democracy by 25.000 to 30,000.

There is another thing I noted in my 
travels. 
In Northern New York there is 
a good deal of change going on in the two 
parties. But I tell you the gain is on 
our side. There are more Republicans 
who do not believe in the levying of 
unnecessary taxation than there Demo­ 
crats who do. That is so wherever I 
went. 
I tell you our party has the facts 
and the argum ent on its side. One 
notices this wherever he hears the issue 
discussed. The average Republican has 
only one line of attack. 
He bellows 
about free trade, and is easily shut up 
when he is confronted with figures.

Mr. Newton is 
so well known as a conservative man, 
with an unusually well-bala need judg­ 
ment that his views will be taken for a 
great deal. 


TH E G IR LS’ HOME. 


An Im portant ffleollng of the Direc­ 
tora. 
The Directors of the Girls’ Home met 
at the M ayor’s office yesterday afternoon. 
Present—M ayor Workman, M. L. Wicks, 
Win. Lacy, Jam es J . Ayers and Mrs. A. 
H. Watson. 
Mrs. W atson reported that the funds 
in the treasury were exhausted and that 
an indebtedness of $327 had accrued 
against the institution which it was nec­ 
essary to meet. 
Mr. Wicks said that it was the inten­ 
tion of the Directors to personally inter­ 
view citizens for donations, bu'; they had 
thought it better to carry out a sugges­ 
tion made by Mr. Lacy, to precede such 
applications with the publication in the 
newspapers of a report of the work that 
had been done by the Home, the public 
benefits that had accrued from its estab­ 
lishm ent, and a complete statem ent of 
its financial condition. 
Mayor W orkman «aid that the insti­ 
tution had been carried on so quietly 
that the public generally were in the 
dark as to w hat had been accomplished. 
He said, for instance, that there was not 
one citizen in a hundred aware of the 
fact that we had bought and paid for 
the house and lot where the Home was 
conducted, nor were they aware of the 
improvements we had made to the 
building, nor of the num ber of girls that 
had been rescued through the agency of 
the Home and placed in situations 
where they had become good and worthy 
members of society. 
On motion of Mr. Lacy it was ordered 
that Mrs. Watson place all the data ne­ 
cessary in the hands of Mr. Ayers, and 
that he be authorized to make out a full 
and complete report of the affairs of the 
institution from the start for publication 
in the public press. 
Also, that he draw 
up a circular appeal for aid, to be sent to 
such citizens as are able and likely to 
assist the Home in this crisis. 
Mr. Wicks said that $200 m ust be 
raised at once to meet the most pressing 
obligations of the Home, and suggested 
that a loau should be negotiated at one 
of our banks. 
Mr. Lacy, however, said there was no 
need to do so, as he would draw his 
check for that amount, which he gener­ 
ously did. 
Adjourned to meet when the report is 
ready. 


United Endowment Association. 
A preliminary meeting of those inter­ 
ested in organizing a Lodge of the United 
Endowment Association has been called 
for to-night at 8 o’clock, in the Iroquois 
Hall at No. 17 North Main street. The 
Association is in a very flourishing con­ 
dition, in all of California being especially 
strong in San Francisco.

A NASTY MESS. 


Arc l.landered Horace Sold lor Hog 
Food. 
Quite a sensational rumor is afloat in 
the city and in the district in the vicin­ 
ity of K uhrts street. It is so prevalent 
that the trade of the butchers on pork 
has alm ost ceased. 
The 
statem ents 
which it is possible are not true and 
which the H erald does not vouch for 
are to tho effect that the contractor for 
the removal and disposal of dead horses 
and cows, has been selling them to rais­ 
ers of hogs for feeding purposes. 
A 
reporter of the H erald investigated the 
m atter for several hours and visited 
butchers and other people in the vicinity 
of K uhrts street and New Main street 
where the rumors are prevalent. 
One 
butcher in that vicinity said th a t the 
story was about, and that while he knew 
nothing of its truth, yet there were 
many people in the neighborhood who 
believed it, and refused to eat pork or 
buy pork on that ground. 
A barber on 
New Main streot said he had heard two 
men, whose nam es he did not know, but 
who spoke as if they knew the story to 
be true, say that horses which had died 
from glanders lmd been boiled and sold 
for hog feed. 
He had heard consider­ 
able talk about the m atter, but know- 
nothing of its truth. 
Other butchers 
said th a t if the horses had been sold it 
was to tho Chinese liog ranchers, who 
supply a good deal of the pork in the 
m arket. Wholesale butchers m the center 
of the city said they did not believe there 
was any truth in the story. The hogs at 
the slaughter bouBe were fed on the offal 
of cattle, hut there was so much food to 
be obtained for nothing that there would 
he no object in buying the carcasses. 
One butcher said that the hotels had 
great difficulty in selling their swill, 
wbich was good food, and some were 
forced to pay him to carry the swill away. 
If anybody used the dead anim als it was 
trie Chinam en. Nearly everybody in 
tho business discredited the story, but 
the fact rem ains that the people in the 
district named give credit to the rumor 
as stated above.

T h e importation of woolen fabrics into 
Canada last year from 
G reat Britain 
were valued at $321,521 against $4,000 
for those im ported from the United 
States. This rem arkable showing could 
not be made if it were not for the high 
tariff in our country upon raw wools. 
Our enormous tariff upon the raw m ater­ 
ials necessarily used in woolen goods 
practically excludes cur manufactures 
from a country within stonetbrow of us, 
and enables the British manufacturers; 
three thousand miles away, to monopo­ 
lize a m arket which should be ours. 


T h e Secretary of the Treasury has ex­ 
cluded Em ile Zola’s last book, “ La 
Terre,” from entry as objectionable liter­ 
ature. 
Upon this the New York World 
says: 
“ The fact is that the infant—and 
the word is esjpecially appropriate—in­ 
dustry of immoral novel-writing is in a 
very flourishing condition in the United 
States at present. 
So long as it is pro­ 
tected from the cheap labor of the Paris­ 
ian m asters it is likely to retain its vigor. 
In boycotting ‘ La Terre ’ Secretary Fair­ 
child did well. We may want ‘the earth’ 
as a people, but not the earth that Zola 
pends us.” 


It w o u ld appear from M r. Blaine’s 
Goshen speech that he íb trying to re­ 
model his delaration th a t Trusts are pri­ 
vate affairs with which the public have 
no concern. 
H e devoted his entire time 
on W ednesday night in a dismal effort to 
show that five of th e leading Trusts of 
this country were pets of the Democracy 
and owed their success to Democratic 
nursing. 
Of course these Trusts are 
proper objects of public concern, or Blaine 
would not feel obliged to denounce them 
in a public speech.

In 1880 there was a Negro population 
of 5,683,459 in the Southern States and 
in these States there were 12,676 Negroes 
in the penitentiary which is one in every 
448 persons. 
In the Northern States there was a 
population of 832,381 Negroes and 4,28-5 
of them were in the penitentiary, which 
is one to every 195 of the population.

Pennsylvania, with a total population ef 
4,282,786, has twelve more paupers than 
twelve of the Southern States, with a 
population of 15,155,768. 
Pennsylvania 
and Maine have 15,857 paupers, which is 
1,164 more than all the paupers in the 
entire Southern States. 
The article was not intended to have 
any political significance, yet we cannot 
help asking ourselves why it is, that in 
the high protective State of Maine, there 
is one pauper in every 205 of its popula­ 
tion, while in the Southern States there 
is only one pauper for every 1,143 of its 
population. 
Again, the thought forced itself upon 
us why is it, that Pennsylvania, a State 
on which protection has done its best, 
should have more paupers than twelve of 
the Southern States combined. 


A c o r r e s p o n d e n t in yesterday's H e r ­ 
a l d raises a number of suggestive points 
touching the necessity of the adoption of 
a new Charter for thip city. After a care­ 
ful study of the whole question, he con­ 
cludes that the demand for a new Charter 
is more imaginary than real. The CHar­ 
ter under which we have existed since 
1878 is elastic enough to suit the present 
wants of the city, and to m eet those 
particular parts which are deemed the 
most pressing for alteration, general laws 
have been enacted which come to our 
relief. 
For instance, the Vrooman act, 
which the Supreme Court has held applies 
to all cities, gives us a complete scheme 
for the improvement of streets and cross­ 
ings. 
We are operating under th a t act 
now, and we have heard of no serious 
objections to it. If any shóuld arise it 
would then 
be 
time 
to 
seek 
the 
remedy. 
As far as legislative action has 
been able to do it, the $500,000 limit of 


our present C harter has been superseded 
by the act passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, authorizing cities of over 
10,000 inhabitants to incur debts for pub­ 
lic improvements by subm itting each 
special appropriation to a vote of the 
people. 
Therefore 
the 
principal 
objections 
to 
the 
C harter 
under 
which 
we 
exist 
have 
already 
been 
overcome 
by 
general 
laws. 
The Vrooman Act has been tried in San 
Francisco and seems to work well. Our 
experience with it here has not been so 
extended as in that city, but it meets our 
wants to all appearances. 
Any article 
in a new Charter would be subject to 
protest in some of its provisions, and the 
Supreme 
Court 
would 
ultim ately 
be called upon to define them . 
We 
have previously urged the 
partisan 
division of our city into w ards that will 
give the Republicans for all tim e an un­ 
fair advantage, as sufficient to secure its 
rejection; but there are other reasons 
why' it should not be adopted, not the 
least of which is the fact that it would 
give us a new and questionable scheme 
for street im provement, which is now 
covered by a general law that has already 
passed a satisfactory trial.

In h i s Goshen speech, night before 
last, Blaine resorted to his old tactics of 
distorting facts in order to bolster up the 
high tariff heresies of his party,

steel rails had dropped from $115 per ton

In the revision of 1883 tho duties 
were reduced tp $17 per ton. The cost 
to India railways all last year for British- 
made steel rails was from $16 to $20 per 
ton. 
Railway men arc now asking why 
it is necessary to place a tariff of $17 per 
ton on rails th a t can be made here as 
cheaply as in G reat Britain. There would 
be am ple protection to the Ameri­

if

per 
cent., 
but 
all 
above that is in the nature of a subsidy 
drawn out of the American people’s 
pocket to enrich the Bessemer syndicate. 
But aside from this, it is not true that 
steel rails dropped to $31 and $32 per ton 
in spite of the high protective tariff. The 
price dropped because the tariff was re­ 
duced ; and it would drop still lower if 
the duty was abated to merely a suffi­ 
cient margin to prevent English compe­ 
tition. It will always do to double dis­ 
count Blaine’s assertions on the stum p.

of power in excess of their authority. 
They are presumed by law to only exor­

It is manifestly not 
good and sufficient cause to punish the 
licensed parties for refusing to obey an 
arbitrary order of the Board which is 
distinctly repugnant to the action of the 
City Conncil on the same subject.

W a s h in g to n , October 11.—In the Sen­ 
ate the House bill appropriating $50,­ 
000 for the enforcement of the Chinese 
Exclusion act, was reported by Allison 
and passed. 
Mitchell then proceeded to address the 
Senate iu advocacy of the bill heretofore 
introduced by him to reduce letter post­ 
age to one cent. 
In the event of the 
proposed letter postage reduction being 
carried out, Senator Mitchell thought 
there was no good reason why the unit of 
weight should not be fixed at two ounces 
instead of one, and why fourth-class 
m atter of merchandise - should not be 
put on an equality 
with third-class. 
With these changes all the present absurd 
distinctions between first, third and 
fourth class m atter would be wiped out. 
The uniform rate of oue cent for every 
two ounces would exist on all m atter ex­ 
cept newspapers and periodicals sent to 
subscribers. 
The annoyance that so 
often results from the detention of m at­ 
ter for insufficient postage would disap­ 
pear. 
Tho temptation to petty fraud by 
the concealment of written m atter in 
matter of a lower grade would vanish, 
and absolute privacy could bo given to 
every parcel of m atter mailed, for there 
would no longer be any reason why it 
should not ail be sealed. The bill was 
referred to the Postoffice Committee. 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the tariff bill, and was addressed 
by Cullom. 
A FIGHT TO THE DEATH. 
In the course of his rem arks Cullom 
made reference to Vest’s letter hereto­ 
fore frequently referred to as the struggle 
being a "fight to the death.” 
VoBt said he wanted to make a state­ 
ment as to that letter. 
It was a private 
letter written on his desk in the Senate 
during a debato and afterward type­ 
written by his secretaay. 
If he had the 
slightest suspicion that it would have 
been made public he would certainly 
have been more particular in framing its 
sentences and in the verbiage used, but 
to any fair-minded man the letter was 
plain and unequivocable. 
He sent it to

most im portant since that of 1800. Cleve­ 
land by his message (for which I sin­ 
cerely ln n o r him) lias challenged the 
protected industries of the country to a 
fight of extermination. The men who 
are accumulating immense fortunes un­ 
der the present laws are determined to 
defeat Cleveland if money and industry 
will accomplish it. 
it is useless to dis­ 
guise the fact that the fight is to the 
death and we would be idiots to ignore 
th at faot.” 
Vest added that any man who did not 
appreciate the difference between a letter 
written under the circumstances uuder 
which that letter was written and one 
written to bo submitted to the fierce 
criticism of political opponents, would 
have no further explanation from him. 
W hat he had written and what the letter 
—fairly construed—did say was that the 
issue was between the principle of abso­ 
lute and unlimited protection, which he 
understood the Republican party advo­ 
cated, and incidental protection from 
revenue taxes properly adjusted, and 
that on that issue the fight was to the 
death. 
Collum rem arked that the explanation 
made the m atter no better. 
At the close of Collum’s speech Platt 
addreesed the Senate.

The Funeral Train of the 
Lehigh Victims. 


FIFTY-SEVEN SHROUDED CORPSES 


H eart-R e n d in g Scenes A bout 
th e 
D epots—D evelopm ents o f th e 
S tre e t C ar S trik e.

W ii.k e s h a r r e , Pa., October 11.—At 
6:30 this evening the funeral train ar­ 
rived in W ilkesbarre, bearing fifty-seven 
dead bodies. They had been partially 
prepared for burial and lay upon boards 
placed upon the back of the seats in 
three passenger coaches. As the train 
drew up to the W ilkesbarre depot a dozen 
policemen 
were 
required 
to 
keep 
back 
the frantic crowd 
of 
friends 
and 
relatives 
who 
had 
come 
from 
Scranton 
and 
Pleasant Valley 
to m eet the dead. 
A special coach had 
been provided for these friends, but they 
insisted on entering the cars containing 
the dead, and were only stopped by 
force and the efforts of five priests who 
wore on the train. 
One body was re­ 
moved from the cars at W ilkesbarre. 
The train then continued on its way up 
the Delaware and Hudson road to Mi­ 
ner’s Mills and Scranton. 
The people in the special coach again 
began to clamor for permission to enter 
the funeral cars, but wore again refused, 
it being alleged th at no one had the keys. 
Several who were in search of miesing 
friends became desperate and soon broke 
down 
the 
car doors 
and began a 
frantic search for their loved 
ones. 
Clothes 
were 
torn 
from 
mangled 
and 
scalded 
bodies, revealing 
the 
uniforms of the St. Aloysius men and 
cadets and other members of the society. 
Those who knew their relatives were on 
board also flocked into the cars and be­ 
gan rearranging the attire of the eover- 
iugs of the corpses. Many were distorted 
and in horrible attitudes and the friends 
endeavored to lessen their frightful ap­ 
pearance. 
At M iner’s Mills the train 
stopped to leave the body of Jam es 
Flynn. 
No lights could be obtained and 
much of the work was done in partial 
darkness. 
r It was as the train drew up at Pleasant 
Valley 
th at 
the most heart-rending 
scenes were enacted. 
Ropes had been 
stretched about the depot and the guards 
kept the immense throng back. The 
shrieks and scream s of the stricken 
friends and relatives were pitiful in the 
extrem e. 
The 
first 
body 
carried 
out was 
that 
of 
Oscar 
Gibbons, 
thirteen 
years 
of 
age, 
borne 
in 
the 
arma of 
his stalw art brother. 
Then, one after another, forty-six white- 
sheeted bodies were carried out and 
given into the charge of friends. The 
shrieks and cries of the women and the 
hoarse shouts and imprecations of the 
men made a terrible scene. 
When all 
were out the train again pulled out to 
bear the rem aining dead to Scranton, 
Miuooka and points beyond. 
It is im iossible to tell the num ber of 
the wounded. Twenty-five were brought 
here to the hospital and numbers of oth­ 
ers slightly injured have gone to their 
homes.

T H E FLORENTINE MOSAIC.

R o m e, October 11.—Emperor William 
arrived here at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
He was met at the station by King H um ­ 
bert. The meeting of the Monarchs was 
most cordial. 
Large crowds lined the 
streets from the station to the Quirinal. 
An enthuastic greeting was extended to 
the German Em peror. 
After the two Monarchs had em braced, 
the King presented to Em peror William 
the Crown Prince of Italy, the Dukes of 
Apata and Genoa, Primp Minister Crispí, 


General Palláveccini, Prefect of Rorné, 
the Syndic and leading court dignitaries. 
Emperor W illiam in turn presented the 
members of his suite and then inspected 
the guard of honor which was draw n up 
on the platform. The troops saluted 
and 
the 
massed 
bands 
played 
the 
German 
National 
anthem . 
The two Monarchs entered an open btate 
carriage, drawn by six horses snd escort­ 
ed by cuirassers. 
Following the royal 
carriages came the carriages occupied by 
Prince Henry of 
Prussia, the Crown 
Prince of Italy, Duke of Aosta, Duke of 
Genoa, Prem ier Crispí, Count H erbert 
Bismaick, Count Von Solms 
Donue- 
walde, the German Ambassador, and 
General Liebanan. On arriving at the 
Quirinal Em peror William was received 
by Count Giannoli, master of ceremonies 
and conducted to the reception saloon, 
where the Queen was in waiting, sur­ 
rounded by the ladies of the court. 
The 
Emperor gave his arm to the Queen and 
proceeded to the central balcony, fol­ 
lowed by King H um bert and the others 
of the party. 
There was a crowd of 
5 0 ,0 0 0 mossed in front of the palace, am i 
the appearance of the parly was the sig­ 
nal for an outburst of cheers and the 
waving of handkerchiefs and countless 
flags. 
W hen the party retired the choer- 
ing became b o persistent that the Em ­ 
peror twice showed himself to the peo­ 
ple. ÍMter difficult negotiations it was 
found impossible for Em peror William 
to visit the Vatican before receiving the 
Italian 8tate dignitaries.

Emperor William visited the residences 
of the Duke of Aosta and the Duke of 
Genoa, and in the evening he attended a 
grand family ball given in his honor at 
the Quirinal. 
During the journey of the 
royal party to the palace Premier Crispi, 
being much applauded, turned toward 
Count 
H erbert Bismarck and 
said : 
“ These m arks of approval are intended 
for you rather than for me. They signify 
that the alliance with Germany is very 
popular in Ita ly .” 
Em peror W illiam has ordered the 
Syndic to thank the people of Rome for 
the enthusiastic greeting extended to 
them.

At 1 :10 the boom of cannon told the 
waiting thousands that the column had 
started. It was 2 o’clock when a battal­ 
ion of police made their way through the 
dense streets opening a path. The col­ 
umn was one hour and thirty minutes in 
passing and it is estimated that there 
were nearly 12,000 in line, a large ma­ 
jority of whom wore uniforms. 
After the review General and Mrs. 
Harrison took a carriage and were dri­ 
ven home. Blaine was driven to the 
Exposition 
grounds, arriving at the 
speakers’ stand just as the rear of the 
great parade reached the ground. Sur­ 
rounding the stand was a multitude esti­ 
mated at 30,000. After several minutes’ 
din the cheering subsided and Blaine 
stepped forward and said :

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DEADLY DISASTERS. 


Particulars of tlie Lehigh 
Valley Horror. 


HOB&IBLY MANGLED HUMANITY. 


A F atal Collision in Ohio and One on 
the Northern Pacific— The 
Quincy Victims. 


(Associated Press D ispatches to th e H e r a l d . 
W ilk e s b a r r e , Pa., October 11.— The 
first word of the dreadful accident at 
Mud Run, on the Lehigh Valley road, 
was received at 10 o’clock last night. 
There were nearly 6.000 people from 
Luzerne and Lackawanna counties in the 
excursion at Hazelton. There were 
seventy-eight cars from W ilkesbarre, the 
num ber of passengers being about 5,500. 
The sections were all crowded to suffo­ 
cation, furnishing conditions for a terri 
ble loss of life. People flocked to the 
depot wringing their hands in agony. 
Railroad officials could not or would not 
give any information, nor would they fur­ 
nish facilities for anyone to go to the 
scene, though anxious ones offered to 
pay any price. Throughout the night 
the depot was thronged by hundreds of 
persons suffering untold agony over the 
uncertainty. The throng was loud in its 
denunciation of the company for refusing 
all information, and causing needless 
Buffering. 
At 3 :30 a . m. a report was in circula­ 
tion that arrangem ents had been made 
for the receipt of a large num ber of 
wounded at the hospital. The rumor 
was soon confimed. Officials were ex­ 
pecting twenty-five of the victims with 
Buch a list of wounded coming in this 
direction that the public pulse stood still 
over the horrible possibilities and 
thousands of fainting hearts quivered in 
dread. Many persons, after waiting dur­ 
ing the long, weary hours from 10 p . m . 
to 3 in the morning, took the south 
bound train which passed here at 3:10 
and went to the scene of the disaster. 
HOW TUB DISASTER OCCURRED. 
There it was learned that the third 
section of the excursion train had stood 
on the track a few hundred yards from 
Mud Run, waiting for the sections ahead 
to get out of the way. A flagman, some 
say, had been sent back with a lantern 
to guard the train from the rear. Sud­ 
denly the passengers on the rear plat­ 
form* saw the train approaching at a high 
rate of speed. Several jum ped and es­ 
caped. 
In an instant the flash of the 
headlight illuminated the interior of the 
ill-fated car. 
There was a frightful 
crash, and the engine plunged full length 
into the crowded mass of hum anity. The 
shock drove the rear car through the 
next one two-thirds of its length, and 
the second car was forced into the third. 
Not a single person escaped from the 
rear car. The second was crowded with 
maimed and bleeding bodies. The third 
car had but a few. 
The passengers who escaped uninjured 
from both trains made their way out of 
the care, and on going to the telescoped 
engine and cars found the engine 
pouring 
forth streams of scalding 
steam and water, which hid from their 
eyes the fullest measure of the horrible 
scene, while its hissing sound deadened 
the shrieks and groans of those irn 
prisoned in the wreck. 
Ghastly white 
faces peered into the windows to be 
greeted by faces far more ghastly. Some 
of the dead sat pinioned in their seats 
erect as in life, staring open-eyed as if 
aware of the horrible surroundings. 
AWFUL SIGHTS, 
As the steam and smoke cleared from 
the rear car awful sights were revealed. 
Timbers were crushed and wrenched 
while on all sides hung mangled bodies 
and limbs. Few bodies were not m an­ 
gled, burned or scalded by steam , and 
little remained in the rear car which bore 
any human semblance. W hen the shock 
of the first crash had in a measure sub­ 
sided, the uninjured began to do what 
could be done for their unfortunate com­ 
panions. The few light tools on the 
train proved feeble instruments indeed. 
The St. Francis Pioneer Corps, who 
were on the train, plied with zeal the 
broadaxes meant for holiday occasions 
They were, however, but little adapted 
to the work and were soon rendered use­ 
less. In the meantim e the windows of 
the car were smashed in and brave men 
entered and released those least hurt or 
least entangled. 
John Lynch, of W ilkesbarre, was 
hanging from the roof by one leg. His 
cries brought friends who stood upon the 
wreckage and held the weight upon their 
backs until he was released. A young 
lady was found caught by the lower 
limbs. One limb was released. The 
other could not be freed, and unfortu­ 
nately a misdirected blow of the axe sev­ 
ered it from her body. She heroically 
bore her torture, but could not survive 
the shock and soon died. 
To free the bodies iu the rear car the 
trainm en attached a locomotive to the 
wrecked engine and started to pull it 
from the wreck. The first movement of 
the shattered wreck brought from the 
wounded such awful cries of distress that 
surrounding friends ordered the eLgi- 
neer to desist on pain of his life. They 
did not wish to see the mangled forms 
still further m utilated. The few houses 
about the spot were thrown open to the 
suffering. Bonfires were lighted to aid 
the work oí relief. 
PASSENGERS' CONFLICTING STORIES. 
Passengers on the rear train state that 
they saw the train ahead when far down 
the road. They Bprang from their seats 
and started in wonder and surprise that 
the train did not slack speed. Suddenly 
their engineer and fireman were seen to 
jum p. Then came the shock. Engin­ 
eer Harry Cook and fireman Hugh Gal­ 
lagher sustained slight injuries. The 
fireman states that he saw a red light 
and informed the engineer, then jumped. 
Passengers give many different accounts 
of the probable cause of the accident, 
some attributing it to the negligence of 
the flagman in not going back with a red 
light. 
BRING TNG IN THE WOUNDED. 
The train from the scene of the acci­ 
dent arrived this morning bringing a 
num ber of those who went down to make 
inquiries, aud from them the foregoing 
facts were gleaned. 
Scenes about the 
depot are of a most distressful character. 
A special train of three cars arrived here 
at 5 o’clock this morning from the wreck 
w ith twenty-four injured. 
They were 
placed iu the city hospital. Many of the 
injured are badly burned by sparks from 
the engine stack. 
TIIE DEATH LIST, 
The most reliable estimates give the 
number of 
killed fifty, with forty 
wounded.

servatory would soon be sent. 
Mr. Clark thinks that a flve-foot tele­ 
scope is possible, and says that with one 
that size the moon may be brought so 
close that every cranny on the face of the 
lunar ghost will be readily seen.

inch telescope will co3t between *1 '*,000 
ami $000,000, and $1,000,000 is a small 
estimate for mounting a five-foot lens.—
